On motion of Mr. Cameron, of Wisconsin, 
the house resolution for adjournient sine 
die, on Saturday, August 5, was taken up. 
Mr. Cameron moved to amend by fixinga 
time for adjournment to-day at 5 o'clock, 
Mr. Sherman demanded the yeas and nays on 
the motion. The vote resulted—yeas 26, nays 
17, and the resolution as amendad was agreed 
to, The announcement of the result was 
accepted as conclusive that the end 
of the , session had finally been 
determined uvon. During the roll call sev- 
eral members who had pzaired announced 
‘that they had reserved the right to vote in 
order to make a quorum, Their responses, 
however, were not required for this purpose. 
An analysis of the vote shows that all the 
votes against adjournment came from the 
repiblican’ side. The democrats voted to 
adjourn and Messrs. Cameron, of Wisconsin, 
Chilcott, Plumb and Sawyer, with Mr. Da- 
vis, of Illinois, voted with them. The sen- 
ate then proceeded to consider measures ta- 
ken up by unanimous consent, and to which 
no objection was made, ‘The following 
were disposed of: The house joint resolu- 
tion to provide for the preparing of the re- 
ports of the contested election cases in the 
torty-fifth congress. Passed. 

On motion of Mr. Hawley, the senate bill 
to pay extra prices for extra work in emer- 
gencies in the government printing office was 
passed. Messrs. Anthony and Bayard were 
appointed to notify the president in con- 
junction with the house committee that con- 
gress would be ready to adjourn to-day. A 
number of house bills donating condemned 
cannon were passed. Mr. Windom, chairman 
of the investigating committee in regard to 
the alleged use of money to defeat the bonded 
spirits bill, submitted a report wiih the evi- 
dence taken. - Ordered printed. At 1 o’clock 
an executive session was ordered, and soon 
thereafter the doors were closed. 

MORRILL 8 MODEST REQUEST. 

At 2:55 the doors were reopened, when a 
request by Mr. Morrill that the tax bill be 
passed by unanimous consent, was met with 
derisive laughter on the democratic side. The 
Vermont senator resumed his seat with an 
appearance of resignation. Mr. Pendleton 
otlered a resolution, which was adopted by 
unanimous vote, tendering thanks to Hon. 
David Davis, president of the senate, for the 
uniformly able, courteous and impartial 
manner in which he has presided over the 
deliberations of the senate. When the hand 
of the clock indicated the hour of three, the 
presiding officer formally terminated the ses- 
sion in a speech. 

DAVID’S PARTING WORDS, 

He said: “‘Senators—A/ter a very long and 
very laborious session, in which the senate 
has performed its part of the public duty 
faithfully, we are about to separate. My 
thanks are due to each and every member of 
the body for the generous consideration and 
for its friendly support in the chair. Wish- 
ing you all health and happiness, I now de- 
clare the senate adjourned without day.’’ 
The announcement of the chair was re- 
ceived with applause, and the members of 
the senate, appreciating the sense of their 
burdens which it conveyed,  induiged 
in mutual congratulations and farewells. 
‘The number of visitors and sight-seers in the 
galleries was much fess than usual on the last 
«lay of the session, and after a brief period 
the chamber was deserted. 

THE EXECUTIVE SESSION 

The senate, though in executive session an 
hour and three quarters, confirmed only one 
nomination, that of Mrs. Mary H. C. McCaus- 
lin, postmaster at Provo City, Utah. The 
greater portion of the session was taken up in 
the pabling and discussion of the treaty with

THE DISCOURTESY OF THE SENATE. 

In the house, after the reading of the jour- 
nal, Mr. Hiscock moved to take a recess for 
one hour, stating that in his. judgment in @n 
hour the senate would act upon the adjourn- 
ment resolution.

A TEN-DAYS’ ARGUMENT. 


The Star Route Cases in the Hands of the Lawyers— 
Spencer’s Absence. 

WASHINGTON, August 8.—The first witness 
in the star route cases to-day was Hon. 
Joseph Blackburn, of Kentucky, who was 
chairman of the sub committee of the house, 
appointed by the appropriations committee 
to investigate the circumstances of the defi- 
ciencies in the star route service. 
thought Walsh’s route. was first mentioned in 
the investigation in the latter part of January, 
1880. Congress had appropriated $5,900,000 
for. the maintenance of the star route ser- 
vice, and in January Brady had informed him 
that by June 30 there would be a difference of 
$1.700,000. He had then moved for an ip- 
vestigation. After the introduction of an 
official’s statement to show the acceptances 
of the bids made by Dorsey, Miner and 
Peck, Mr. Bliss said the prosecution had 
closed their case with the exception of the 
testimony of ex-Senator Spencer, who could 
not at present be produced. He moved 
that the trial be postponed till Spenccr 
could be put on the stand. The court de- 
clined, however, to grant the motion. In 
sur-rebuttal the defense called Jas. F. Joye, 
clerk of the National hotel, who said that 
Harvey M. Vaile stopped at that hotel when 
in the city, but that he had not been there 
from March 16 to Jaly 19, 18783. This closed 
the evidence on both sides. Mr.

together with an affidavit setting forth 
what he expected to prove by the witness, 
Spencer. A counter affidavit of S W. 
Dorsey was filed by the defense. After some 
discussion as to the instructions to the jury 
on the points of law as to the orderof closing 
the argument, the court adjourned.

THE WHISK Y RING INVESTIGATION 


There was Ne King, There was Ne Money Spent, anda 
Great Deal of Innoeeuce Has Been Injured. 

WasutInoton, August 8.—Mr. Windom pre- 
sented tothe senate to-day the report of the 
select committee appointed to investigate the 
alleged improper use of money to promote or 
defeat the bonded spirits bill. The report 
states that the committee have examined un- 
der oath several persons who were in the city 
of Washington urging the passage 
of the bill, and also several of 
the principal distillers and dealers 
in whisky, the officers ot national organiza- 
tions and other persons who were believed to 
be best informed upon the subject under 
cons.deration. The committee obtained 
much valuable information as to the condi- 
tion of the whisky trade and the methods 
employed to obtain relief from over-produc- 
tiou, but they did not find that 
any money had been corruptly 
einployed to promote the passage of said bill. 
The report further says it was proved that the 
Kentucky distillers’ association agreed to pay 
Colonel G: C. Wharton, an attorney of Louis- 
ville, five thousand dollars for his ser- 
vices in connection with the pgssage of 
the bill, and that four thousand dollars 
had been paid him on account. The evi- 
dence shows, however, that Colonel 
Wharton prepared the bill and made an ar- 
gument before the commilteein the house of 
representatives, but did not show that any- 
thing was done by him inconsistent with the 
character of -an honorable attorney. In the 
progress of the investigation imputations 
were cast On a certain very respectable jour- 
nal by Mr. A. C. Buell, which your comniit- 
jee take pleasure in saying were wholly un- 
sustained by.the evidence.

THE NEW CAMPAIGN. 


THE SCATTERING OF FEDERAL 
LEGISLATORS. 


The National Camraign Formally j;Opened—The Out 
look in Virginie—The Causes and Progress of 
Readjusterism, and the Rock Against 
Which it Dashed Itself tu Pieces. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 
W asHINGTON; August 7.—With the adjourn- 
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ment of congress the national campaign may 
be pronounced actively open. For it both 
sides have been planping several months. 
The Jines are drawn and without the delay of 
skirmishing the ‘battle will begin at once. 
No where is there presented a more interest- 
ing problem than that in Virginia. The state 
campaign of last fall left embers which are 
already flaring into flame again. To make 
the present situation more interesting new 


combinations have beer formed and the old 


issues are considerably changed. 
The victory of last fall gave to the Mahone 


party absolnte control of the state. It 
captured the entire local machinery, 
placed one of its favorites in 
the senate and two others in tlie lower house 
of congress. Virginia seemed leased to them 
for an indefinite term. But hardly had they 
gatbered the truits of their conquest before 
they began to quarrel over its distribution 
It was a fight for spoils. Almost every lead- 
erin it had been rejected by the democracy, 
They combined the element that was clamor- 
ous for areadjustment of the state debt and 
the element that was willing to resort to any 
means to defeat the democrats. This combi- 
nation was strong enough to triumph. 
THE STATE DEBT. 
The state debt question wasawkwardly han- 


Kdled by the democrats, but itis now practi- 


cally out of Virginia polities. The present 
campaign arraigns on the one side the demo- 
crats, who huve been faithful to their party, 
reinforced hy a large element that hasrebelled 
from the dictatorship of Mahone, and on 
the other the followers of the boss with 
the federal administration at their backs to 
ofter the seductions of its patronage and the 
republican campaign committee to contribute 
the magic of its money. Both combinations 
are strong: both are enthusiastic; both boast 
already of the certainty of sweeping the state. 
The test struggle is to come _ over 
the election of &  congressman-at- 
large. ‘The Mahone wing has selected as its 
candidate John 8. Wise, of Richmond, son of 
the illustrious Henry A. Wise, the matchless 
campaigner of his day. The young Wise in- 
herits his father’s pluck and ambition, but 
not his ability, though he isa man of more 
than ordinary capacity. He was among the 
impatient young spirits first to rash into the 
new departure and to raise the black flag 
against the alleged bossism in the dominant 
party. He was easily defeated by his cousin, 
George D. Wise, for the present congress, and 
since that time has followed Mahone in his 
furthest excursion toward republicanism. 
Recently he was appointed United States 
district attorney by the stalwart president. 
Before Wise was nominated Johu Kk. Massey 
announced himself an independent candidate 
for congressman-at-large. To him more than 
to any other man is due the success of the 
readjuster party. He was one of its first 
apostles and always its most effective advo- 
cate. Muchof the credit accorded to Mahone 
for superb organization and political acumen 
is due to Massey. 
4HE LITTLE 
was quick to claim more than his share of 
the honors, and his election to the senate 
made him the most prominent figure in the 
new regime. After last fall's election Ma- 
hone, Cameron and Riddleberger concluded 
that they owned not alone the state of Vir- 
ginia, but also the readjuster party. Massey, 
then state auditor, was cast aside and at once 
raised a revolt. The machine had perfected 
a plan of gerrymandering the state so as to 
give eight of its ten districts to the combined 
republicans and readjusters. This scheme 
was defeated by four friends of Massey in the 
senate, who refused to vote with their party. 
They, with Massey, were read outof the 
pariy, and caught a _ full tide of 
vituperation from their former allies. 
Though the disaffection had long 
been festering this was its first distinct evi- 
dence. The defeat of the gerrymandering 
bill was a valuable service to the democracy. 
It disposed them kindly toward Massey, and 
after he announced that he had ditfered from 
them only on questions that were now prac- 
tically settled all objection to him as a candi- 
date was removed. The state committee re- 
solved not to call a convention, but issued an 
address recommending that the democrats 
support Massey. This at once met the ap- 
proval of the great mass of the party, the only 
objection coming irom a few extremists, 
meostof whom have siuce come over to what 
is clearly the course of sense and prudence. 
THE NEGROES. 

The negroes have put out,a colored preacher 
whose few votes will weaken Wise. 

The campaign has already opened with 
great spirit, Wise having enlivened it with a 
modern duel of the most harmless type. 
Massey has begun a canvass from one end of 
the state tothe other. He is a remarkable 
campaigner, the best it is said in Virginia, 
where the glory of the hustings is preserved 
nearer to its old standard than in any other 
state of the union. He has a wonderful 
power of attracting and persuading men and 
alove of disputation that nevertires. Ol! 
him Randolph Tucker, Virginia's fa- 
vorite orator, said the other 
day: “T have never seen such 
pB man on the stump. It was my fortune 
to meet him once and I’ do not care to 
repeat the experience.”’ 

[In this contest Tucker is to stump for 
Massey and together they will make a 
splendid team. Of his own election Massey 
is confident. He is more than a match for 
Wise on the stamp, as their joint discus- 
sions will prove. When asked the other 
dav what effect Wise’s duel would have on 
his chances, the parson replied: “It will 
convinee the boys that John is a poor shot.” 
He is one of the most zealous of Baptist 
preachers and carries on the stunrp.that en- 
thusiastic manner profanely denominated 
‘the hallelujah lick.’ With the negroes his 
popularity is remarkable and be well under- 
stands how, to enlist their sympathies. A 
large part of the republicans will support him 
in preference to Mahone’s man. Congress- 
man Dezendorf and the Wickham faction are 
bitter against anything that smacks of Ma- 
honism.

THE HICKMAN DISASTER. 


Thirteen Persons Dead and a Large Number Seriously 
W eunded—How the Disaster Occurred. 

Catro, Iil., August 8.—The steamer City 
of Alton, of the New Orleans Anchor line, 
arrived here at noon to-day from Hickman, 
Ky., with the wounded from the steamer Gold 
Dust. She arrived at Hickman at 12:39 last 
night, and remained there till 7 o'clock this 
morning. Captain Able and Shields are do- 
ing everything possible to relieve the suffer- 
ing, a3 representatives of the Anchor line com 
pany. Upto the time of leaving Hickman 
thirteen persons had died. Five 
lady passengers were on the Gold 
Dust, aud all of them were 
saved, only one, Mrs. Thornton, having been 
slightly scalded. Twelve wounded persons 
were left at Hickman, as they could not be 
removed at present. Allon board are doing 
well, Ten of the dead were buried at Hick- 
inan. ‘the bodies of Clerk Ingram and Bar 
keeper Travis are on board the Alton, bound 
for St. Louis.

GENERAL FLUKER, 


The Champion Eater—He has Felt the Pangs of Hun- 
ger tora Life Time. 

From the Brunswick, Ga., Advertiser. 

. The story we are about to relate seems in- 
credible, but it tells of a human _ being pos- 
sessing the stomach of anox in its capacity 
to hold—but to our story. Hearing thata 
negro man in our town had eaten twenty 
loaves of bread and six pounds of raw bacon 
at one sitting, we set out to get the particulars 
and learned the following from those who 
witnessed the feat. He had agreed to eat 
twenty loaves of bakers bread and one dollars 
worth of white bacon, provided the parties 
present would foot the bill; if he failed he 
would pay for what he ate. With this 
understanding he set out and in a few 
minutes had eaten nine loaves of bread and 
quite a quantity of the bacon. At this junc- 
ture the bystanders interfered and would not 
let him finish the feat, which incensed the 
chap very much, who remarked as he went 
away that it was the first time in thirty years 
that he has had a chance to eat a square meal 
and they would not let him get it. This 
much is vouched for by scores of men, white 
and colored, who saw him do the. eating. 
Wishing to know something of this wonderful 
character we sought him out this week and 
interviewed bim, and forthe benelit of our 
readers will-give what he says of himself. 
Telling him our mission, he began: 

‘Well. sir, my name is General Fluker, I 
am sixty-nine years old and was raised near 
Norfolk, Virginia. I haye been married 
seven times, am now living with my seventh 
wife—all the rest are dead: Jam the father 
of forty-seven children—all twins but one. 
Have beenin Georgia four years. I don’t 
drink. whisky, got no use forit. Haven’t hud 
a@ square mealin thirty years. Am hungry 
allthe time. I now weigh 195 pounds, used 
to weigh over 200. I can stand in my track 
and turn nine summersaults without stop- 
ping. 1 can split five hundred rails a day the 
year round and gain every Saturday. Can 
throw a blacksmith hammer with anybody 
living, and in slavery times was worth a mint 
of money for my old master who used to run 
a blacksmith shop for the neighborhood.”’ 

‘You say, Fluker, that you have not had a 
square mealin thirty years? What did you 
eat at that time?’ 

“‘Kighteeen shad, sir, and bread according.” 

“Didn't you getenough to eat atthe bar- 
becue?”’ 

“Which, Mr. Dann’s barbecue? Well, I 
come mighty nighit. [eat the major part 
of a foreshoulder of a beef that day.”’ 

“Now, tell me, Fluker, did you eat 
thing last Saturday night besides the 
loaves of baker's bread and the bacon?’ 

“Yes, sir, after I knocked off work that 
evening I eat two watermelons and six fiye- 
cent pies, and after they wouldn’t 4et me eat 
my twenty loaves I went home and the old 
lady sot me out eleven biscuits, a big chunk 
of shoulder meat and big pot of coffee. 1 
eat all that up and wanted more. I tell you, 
boss, I can eat more than any man I ever saw 
and can do on as little as any man, but I stay 
hungry all the time. I wish I could get some 
man to take me and feed me and give me one 
dollar a week for my work; I'd take the’ job, 
but befere a great while he’d be a busted 
man—l’d eat him out of house and home.’’ 

We give the above interview for what it is 
worth: we have only Fluker’s word “for it, 
but his ‘exploits with the bread dnd white 
bacon last Friday night prepares us to accept 
a good deal of it. Before leaving bim, we 
suggested that he show us specimens of his 
agility in somersaulting. He said he could 
show usa hand-turn or two, but did not like 
to somersault as it unfitted him for lifting 
heavy lumber. In a moment more he slipped 
off his shoes and was soon vaulting through 
the air like a circus man and apparently only 
25 years of age, bounding like a ball when 
his feet touched ground. He is certainly a

DEN VER’S SHOW. 


Suceessfal Inauguration of the Mining Expositign—A 
Description of the Building. 

Desxver, Col., August 7.—The Colorado 

mining and industrial exposition is now open, 
the inaugural ceremonies having been very 
imposing and auspicious. More than twelve 
hundred state militia appeared in the parade, 
and at least 10,000 visitors attended. he ad- 
dress of Congressman Kelley, of Pennsylvania, 
was considered one of the finest pieces of ora- 
tory ever delivered on the commercial inter- 
ests and mining future of the west. The city 
is ¢lothed in decorative attire in honor of tfle 
event. Among the visitors at the opening 
there were many who had been to all the 
recent expositions, including the _ cen- 
tennial and Atlanta. They all agree that the 
Colorado exposition is the best advanced at 
the opening and the most promisingin results. 
The building covers more than iour acres. 
On May 2 the corner-stune was laid, and on 
July 15 the building was completed. The 
marvels of thought and handicraft united in 
producing a miracle as regards time. It is 
one of the must wonderful pieces of architec- 
tural and building skill in the country. The 
lumber had to be sawed from trees then 
standing in the forest; the brick made from 
the undisturbed ciuy of the earth; the stone 
quarried and hauled from the mountains and 
worked; the yround excavated, railroads 
built to the location chosen, and 
many other detuilstoo numerous to mention 
attended to. Since the breaking of the ground, 
about one bundred days—the grand structure 
has been erected and completed, and is now 
receiving machinery of all kinds, ores, min- 
erals, and exhibits of every nature from all 
parts of the continent. There have been 
twelve theusand cubic yards of earth removed, 
three hundred cords ot foundation stone laid, 
four million brick put in place, and three 
million feet of jumber fashioned into the 
building. Four acres of tin roofing lave 
been required, and the whole structure is of a 
most substantial character, the walls being 
made of heavy masonry, while the galleries 
are supported by solid columns, and the 
roof by wrought-iron trusses, The dimen- 
sions of the building are 500 feet from north 
to south and 310 feet from east to west. It 
is in the form of a cross, with con- 
venient and spacious vestibules and_en- 
trances. Ateach ofthe fuur extremes there 
are two thousand linear feet of gallery twenty- 
nine feet in width, affording unsurpassed 
promenade, with a complete and extensive 
view inside and out. The eight hundred win- 
dows of the building afford abundantly the 
necessary light to the remotest corner. Hight 
broad and easy stairways lead to the galleries, 
while two more and a pair of elevators reach 
to the observatory of the grand central tower, 
eighty feet in height. One stairway leads to 
ach of the eight corner towers, seventy feet 
above the floor. The departments are miner- 
alogy, geology. metallurgy, metallurgical ma- 
chinery, agricultural and horticultural gen- 
eral machinery, agricultural and_horti- 
cultural implements, textile fabrics, house 
goods, scientific instruments, domestic econo- 
my, chemical and medicinal preparations, 
liberal arts, and natural science. It is esti- 
mated that about seven thousand people 
visited the exposition to-day. Rich minerals 
are daily arriving from all sections of the 
Rocky mountains, and within another week 
itis thought the arrangements of exiibits 
will be completed. The buildingis unable to 
accommodate more than one-tlird of the ap- 
plicants for exhibiting space. Many of the 
territories and mining districts are erecting 
pavilions on the grounds,

ConGress bas adjourned, but the tax- 
gatherer has not, and will not this vear. 
And yet Mr. Kelly, a staunch republican, and 
‘chairman of the ways and means committee, 
thinks the revenue of the government this 
year will exceed $400,000,000, and that there 
will be a surplus of $190,000,000. The repub- 
licans did not dispute these figures, but they 
were careful not to reduce the prospective 
surplus, upon which, no doubt, they have 
foul designs. This surplus will be taken from 
the people’s earnings, but congress will vote 
it away as freely as if it were a windfall. 


THE democratic victories in Alabama and 
Kentucky do not show any ioss of vitality in 
the party of the people. General O'Neal's 
»pponent in Alabama was supported by re- 
publicans, independents and greenbackers, 
and yet he was defeated by the customary 
democratic majority of the state. In Ken- 
tucky, Captain Henry, the democratic candi- 
date forthe court of appeals, was’ opposed by 
ex-Lieutenant-Governor Jacob, an independ- 
ent democrat, who was accepted by the re- 
pubiicans, The coalition did not materially 
decrease Captain Henry's majority. A 
straight-out ticket is, asa rule, stronger than 
a fusion ticket based simply on a desire to ex- 
change places with the party in power. 

THE ENGLISH CRISIS. 

The house. of commons has rejected the 
amendments of the house of lords to the ar- 
rears bill; and if the lords insist upon their 
amendments a grave issue is forced upon Mr. 
Gladstone. He cannot accept the amend- 
ments, or any similar propositions. ‘ The first 
of the amendments empowers the landlord to 
refuse his consent to the tenant’s application 
for the discharge of his arrears under the bil 
in cases where he thought him able to pay 
the full amount without assistance from the 
government. This is virtually the same 
amendment as that which was rejected in the 
house of commons requiring the landlord to 
join with the tenant in the application. This 
would put the tenant wholly in the power of 
tha landlord, giving the latter the option of 
accepting a part payment of the arrears or of 
a resort to eviction. The second amendment 
would lave the effect of making the unpai.l 
portion of the arrears a perpetual lien upon 
the tenant's interest in the holding, as it em- 
powers the landlord to recover the sum of 
which the bill deprives him out of the pro- 
ceeds of any subsequent sale of the tenant 
right. 

The object of the arrears bill is to relieve 
the tenants of an accumulation of rent, and 
thus lay the foundation for remedial meas- 
ures and a pacification of, the Irish trouble. 
The bill asks the landlords to remit a part of 
the arrears on the ground that the state would 
pay the remainder. The bill is, of course, an 
extraordi measure, but it is claimed that 
is no more extraordinary than the case calls 
or. It sbould.be borne in mind that tenants 
‘nm arrears are denied access to the land courts, 
and the three years of deficient harvests have 
put no small partof the tenantry in debt be- 
yond their present or probable ability to dis- 
charge. The conservatives have accepted the 
principle of the bill, but they have taken a

& Wieasure of sniall vaiue—that 
weuld really crush the life ‘@ut of the reme- 
dial legislation that the @’vernment has in 
Wiew. The conservatives are not willing to 
let the tenants have a fair and full start, and 
they seem determined to stand by the land- 
lord interest, regardless of the welfare of 
either Ireland or England itself. Mr. Glad- 
stone has decided to meet the issue squarely. 
The conservatives wiil claim, in case of an 
appeal to the country, that English farmers 
would be taxed under the arrears bill to pay 
the rents of Irish tenants, and if the Irish 
church fuad is nut sufficient, this peint would 
have some foundation to rest upon; but still 
the government proposes to test the patriot- 
ism and good sense of the people. It will 
rely upon the fact that the Lrish Guestions 
can only be peacefully solved by extraordinary 
relief, and that the arrears bill is as little as 
the circumstances admit of. Ifthe house of 
lords insists upon its amendments, not only 
will the question of relief for the suffering 
tenants be brought up, but also a bill to en- 
large the franchise, and incidentally the need 
of a house of lords atall. In case of an ap- 
appeal to the country it is believe the disso- 
lution of parliament will take place in De- 


cem ber.

THE END OF THE SESSION. 

The republicans, after much pretense and 
humbuggery in relation to a reduction of 
taxation, finally adjourned congress, and 
their record of extravagance and high taxa- 
tion ismade up. The lungsession brought no 
relief to the people, although it had before it 
bushels of bills and resolutions. The house. 
left behind it a calendar of some seventy 
pages, conkisting of three divisions, namely, 
the house calendar proper, the calendar of 
the committee of the whole, and the private 
calendar. On the house calendar there re- 
mained at the end of the session 125 bills; on 
the calendar of the committee of the whole 
230 bills, and on the private calendar over 
400 bills. Besides these there were left on the 
speaker’s table about 200 bills. During the 
session 7.182 bills and resolutions were in- 
troduced in the house. Of this immense 
number 803 were reported favorably, 245 un- 
favorably, and the remainder, 6,134, remain 
in the hands the various committees. 
303 bills and_ resolutions passed the 
house, but much the greater part of the num- 
ber consisted of pension bills or measures of 
local interests such as grants of condemned 
eannon for soldiers’ monuments and the like, 
Two hundred and eighty-one of these 
measures had become laws, and forty-one 
more were on Monday morning awaiting the 
president’s approval. 

In the senate 2,283 bills and joint resolu- 
tions were introduced, and 466 passed. 
There remains upon the senate calendar about 
190 senate bills and joint resolutions, and 71 
house bills and resolutions, all of which will 
have to take their chances at the next session. 
Aside from regular annual appropriation 
bills, the two bodies in a session extending 
from the first Monday in December to the 
second Tuesday in Augusf, passed about 170 
bills and joint resolutions. This is the joint 
outcome of all their wisdom, and perhaps it is 
well that the number of bills that become 
laws was so small. One hundred and seventy 
out of a total of nearly 9,000 bills, shows, 
however, that there was avery great waste of 
effort and white paper. 

Congress had time to passa bill ‘to regulate”’ 
the friendless Mormons, but it had no time to 
revise that bundle of rascality and folly; the 
tariff. It had no time to give toa bankrupt 
act, but plenty of time for the consideration 
of jobs to erect public buildings, improve 
trotit streams and swell the income of pen- 
sion agents. It had time to vote away seventy- 
nine millions more than last year, and one 
hundred and ten millions more than the year 
before that, but no time whatever to give to 
the promotion of our flag on the high seas; 
none to the extension of our foreign trade; 
none to the relief of the people from 
burdensome and unnecessary taxation. As 
soon as all jobs were secured it was ready to 
adjourn without day, and it did so adjourn 
last evening. It will go down to history asa 
profligate and shameless body. The house, 
led by the fool speaker, Keifer, and Robber 
Robeson, spent its time in unseating demo- 
crats and wasting the public money, the pro- 
ceedings being almost daily enlivened by per- 
sonal quarrels, obscene allusions and vile de- 
nunciations. The senate was even more 
extravagant than the house. There was no 
check anywhere; and eighty millions of the 
hard earnings of the people will this year, as 
the net result of congressional action, go into 
the pockets of jobbers, or be expended in aid 
of individuals or local interests. The eight 
months of wrangling was almost wholly un- 
productive of useful legislation, and the 
ridiculous tariff commission is a fair sample 
of the work of the session.

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TRUCK FARMING IN MIDDLE GEORGIA, 

In Mr. Grady’s record of his observations 
in North Carolina, printed in THe Constitv- 
Trion of Sunday last, mention is made of the 
progress and improvement of truck farming 


of 


suggestions relative to the possibilities of this 
comparatively new business in Georgia. In 
this connection there is one important point 
we desire to impress upon our readers, or 
such of thém-as-live within easy reach of 
transportation facilities, and that is, thata 
truck garden to be profitable need not be sit- 
uated in the suburbs of a city, nor yet in the 
southern or southwestern portions of the 
state. To be sure, a truck garden in the sub- 
urbs of a city can be made wonderfully 
protitable provided it is managed in accord- 
ance with ordinary business principles; and 
certainly the southern and southwestern sec- 
tions of Georgia have a material advantage in 
point of earliness; but it is easily pogsible to 
organize a profitable truck farm, which shall 
be neitherin the latitude of extreme earli- 
ness nor within hearing of a city. 

We have in minda gentleman in Monroe 
county, one of the most successful farmers in 
the state, and whose success asa gardener, 
although it has been the talk of his neigh- 
bors, has been quite incidental. During the 
present season, he has been supplying several 
Atlanta acquaintances with vegetables, but- 
ter and other et ceteras “of a -vell managed 
farm. Rather, we should say, he began to 
supply several friends. His acquaintance in 
this particular has steadily extended, and he 
has been able to dispese of all his supplies at 
rather better prices than they would fetch if 
huddled together in a shburban wagon or dis- 
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played in front of « retail shop; and this not- ) 
withstanding the fact that he lives several 

miles from the railroad. 

This means that there is an inexhaustible 

demand for fresh garden truck and household 

supplies. Taking the Atlanta market alone, 

it would be no exaggeratien to say that there 

has not been a day during the present season 
—or any other season, for that matter—when 
the demand for fresh vegetables, fresh butter, 

fresh milk and fresh eggs, has been even tol- 
erably supplied. This is owing to the fact 
that the business of truck farming, so far as 
middle Georgia is concerned, is in an exper- 
imental condition. It will speedily settle 
into asystem, bat there need be no fear that 
the demand will ever be fully met. It is not 
the demand in Atlanta alone that is to be 
supplied, but the demand of the whole west 
and northwest that are to be supplied. The 
facilities of transportation already in opera- 
tion will tend to carry all the products of 
southern Georgia to the north and east, leav- 
ing the great rearkets of the west and north- 
west to be supplied by middle Georgia, which 
has very greatly the advantage so far as reach- 
ing a market is concerned. 

It is a fact which our people should bear in 
mind that middle Georgia is within four hun- 
dred miles of the centre of population, and 
within a very short time this whole section 
will enjoy the advantage of double daily trains 
to Cincinnati. This gives our truck farmers 
the choice of a dozen markets, and places 
their products within reach of a demand that 


in that state, together with some. pointed} 


cannot be supplied. There is not a farmer in 
middle Georgia, who, by the exercise of a little 
energy, cannot reap the benefitsthat are thus 
offered. There need be no extensive outlay, 
and very little additional expense. In the 
first place, those who intend to engage in 
truck farming, even on a small scale, should, 
through their local merchants, select reliable 
agents in the west who wil! undertake to dis- 
pose of their products to the best advantage. 

These arrangements having been made, the 
farmer sluould then pitch his crop for those 
vegetables that are easily raised, that develop 
early, that will bear transportation and for 
which there is a never failing demand. Cab- 
bages and Irish potatoes may be said to form 
the basis of truck farming in this section. 
They constitute the most reliable crops, and 
the demand for them is never exhausted. 
They can be grown in middle Georgia so as to 
reach the west almost as early in the season 
which gofrom Florida and south 
Georgia to the north and east. Cucum- 
bers and the like are no doubt profitable be- 
low the frost line, but those who engage in 
truck farming in middle Georgia will find it 
more profitable to raise cabbages and Irish po- 


as those 


tatoes, 

Jrish potatoes in this section come to ma- 
turity—and a delightful maturity it is, too, 
six weeks earlier than in the west, and Curing 
thissix weeks the Western appetite yearns 
after them with a yearning that knows no 
abatement. There was probably not a dealer 
in Atlanta able to supply the orders that came 
from the western markets, and for several 
weeks prices ruled at $2 a bushel. We have 
heard of one shipper who couid have founda 
ready market in the west for two carloads a 
day, and whatis true of one shipper is true 
in a measure of all. The demand for early 
Irish potatoes in the west was never supplied 
during the season, and it will not be supplied 
next seasun though every farmer who reads 
Tue Constitution should plant an acre or 
more. 

We trust that some sort of a beginning 
may be mde in this direction by the 
planters of middle Georgia. Let be ex 
perimental and incidental only, so that there 
will be no danger of loss. We feel that we 
have made an awkward presentation of the 
facts and possibilities of the situation. There 
is a great demand in the west and northwest 
for such vegetables as our farmers can grow 
cheaply and in abundance. We have ample 
transportation facilities, and all that is neces- 
sary is a little extra energy on the part of the 
farmers. 
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REGRADED AND DEGRADED COTTON. 

Upon more than one occasion recently, THE 
CoNsTITUTION has contended that the outcry 
which has been raised in some of the north- 
ern markets andin England in regard to 
sanded and falsely packed cotton has very 
little to back it. We have shown that the 
sand and _ trash in the 
bale are due to loose methods and imperfect 
machinery, rather than to any desire on the 
part of the cotton planter to add to the 
weight of his crop. We have shown, more- 
over, that those who buy on account of the 
mills are not atall careful as to grades and 
samples, the mills finding it more profitable 
to work up degraded cotton. The editor of 
the Boston Journal of Commerce, discussing 
this matter, says: 

We sometimes buy one or two bales of sample 
cotton, Samples are sometimes put up in five hun: 
dred toa thousand bale lots, not allon the same 
day, and parties who make a dusinessof this buy 
itand ship it. The samples contain, as the old 
ante-bellum saying was, ‘‘rag, tag and bobtail,’’ in 
other words, everything from everywhere, anda 
good deal of it which would make first-class wad- 
ding, carpet packing or lining. This is sold to some 
,man who wants to keep down the price of his cot- 
ton, only to turn up in some northern mill or some 
English mill for that matter. Instead of being a 
straight lot, there are no five poundsin any bale 
which will class with five pounds in its fellow bale, 
or five pounds trom one bale will net class at all 


which may be 


with five pounds from the middle or other end of 
the same. 

The editor, in the same connection, says 
that another sharp practice frequently in- 
Culged in, is by persons at the north who buy 
cotton on concract, the price being, for ia- 
stance, 11'4 in Boston for acertain grade of 
cotton delivered. The person who is to de- 
liver on contract, tinding the market is 11%, 
talegraphs a cotton factor or broker in the 
south to ‘split the grade.’”’ This factor takes 
five grades from one lot—a lot too good for 
one mill and not quite good enough for finer 
mills—and sends print cotton to Fall River 
and the “‘split grades” laid out fcr the con- 
tract delivery man, and the full up grades 
laid out for the Boston order for fine goods. 
The editor of the Journal of Commerce con- 
cludes thus: 

Here isa man, then, endeavoring to make upa 
mixed lot of fifty ora hundred bales by ‘‘splitting 
the grade,’’ trying to grade cotton down to an 


eighth of a centa pound, or perhaps iess, in order 
to shave some other man outof the brokerage on 
cotton by contracting to delive: in Bestona grade 
of cotton which does not exist,and ordering his 
buyer or factor in the south to split hairs in order 
to allow him. to carry on what may be honest, but 
what,in our opinion, is not. Cases exactly like 
this have occurred withifi the last fifteen days, and 
one in which this northern house, after having 
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dene this, was caught in sdfing the cotton in three. 
or four different lots ata Profit of $150 or. $160, and 
then making a reciamation upon ther own buyer 
for $1 per bale. Names can te given if necessary.

their delevates enrolled as members of the 
convention. 

The calling of the roll showed an attend- 
ance of nearly two hundred delegates, almost 
every county in the state being represented. 

THE ADDRESS OF COLONEL HARDEMAN. 

The address of Colonel Hardeman, as presi- 
dent, followed and was one full of good ad- 
vice to the farmers of the state, and was lis- 
tened to attentively during its delivery. He 
congratulated the society upon the fayorable 
auspices under which it met, speaking of the 
bright prospects in store for the farmers 01 
the country. ‘~The experience of this year is 
worth more to the farmers of Georgia than 
volumes of written. or printed theories and 
exhortations—for it has proven most conciu- 
sively the fact that with good seed, proper 
culture and judicious fertilizing Georgia may 
be classed among the best oat growing states 
of the union.’ He spoke of the de- 
mands of asriculiure on the farmers 
of the state, tora renewed effort, and the 
practice of a progressive and more _ intelll- 
geut farm economy. 
when the agriculturist can prosper who dis- 
regards the teachings vf science. Economy 
nur extensive culture is the surest guarantee 
of success. Large results from smali acreage 
and at little expense is the test to-day of suc- 

cessful agriculture. 
 Cereais, - sown, mown, harvested = and 
threshed by machinery instead of the old 
custom of hand sowing, reaping and flail 
threshing are demanded by science to-day, 
and he who yields to her mandates will ac- 
complish the same ends and better results 
with less than half the time and labor re- 
quired by those who disregard them. 

He then went on to show the necessity 
of the ‘armer being conversant with ali 
new scientific researches, and new methods 
of culture, andthe importance of the farmer 
as a meaber of society and of the govern- 
ment. To him it was painfulto think how 
many of them were averse to any change in 
the custom of their fathers, opposed to any 
innovation, agricultural or mechanical, which 
is designed w lesson their labor, or increase 
their income—simply being satisfied that 
they are possessors of their soil. He spoke 
at jength of the importance of farmers en- 
couraging science and agricultural studies 
in every branch and calling, for 
they give character to his industry, dig- 
nity to his profession and honor to his voca 
tion. 

How important, therefore, isit tothe young 
of the country that all these methods of cul- 
tivation and aid to development be provided 
ior them. Sad, sad, indeed, will it be for the 
people of Georgia if no steps are taken by the 
fathers of the land to keep theirsons content- 
ed and happy in /‘the sheltered cot—the cul- 
tivated farm, wherein in humble happiness’”’ 
is laid the tonndation of character of 

‘‘A bold peasantry, their country’s pride, 
Which, once destroyed, can never be supplied ”’ 

He beld that it was the duty of every farmer 
to interest himselfin the maintainance of the 

government—to acquaint himself with its-re- 
quirements, aims and objecty, and practical 
adiuinistration. He did not mean to say that 
the farmer should be versed in the science of 
government, but he did affirm that no man 
had a deeper interest in its proper adminis- 
tration than the farmer, but yet he leaves to 
the village politician to shape legislation, 
dictate bis course, and protect his interest. 
Should they be willing to be taxed $400,000,- 
000 annually in the way of duties on actual 
necessities, when but $60,000,000 finds its way 
into the treasury, and the other $340,000,000 
goes to the protection of other industries, 
and to the payment of that swarm 
of revenue collectors that are sucking the life- 
blood of a people's labor? [Applause.] Should 
other industries be protected and_ fostered, 
while the cotton planter is compelled to pay 
a duty of from thirty to sixty per cent on the 
necessary articles of consumption? He then 
urged the Iurmers to stand for their rights 
and privileges; to establish a farmer patriot- 
ism. Hedid not mean to form .a political 
organization in Georgia; that would be 
ruinous to the industry, but he urged a better 
acquaintance with tbe fiscal operations of gov- 
ernment and a sense of duty to demand 
their rights from their law-givers. In con- 
clusion ne said: “United effort will secure 
for you equal privileges and blessings, and the 
day of your determined union will be the 
birthday of agricultural independence, shed- 
ding its light and its blessings upon a. society 
and government where your industry will be 
fostered, your rights respected and your 
liberties secured.’ [Prolonged applause. ] 
SYMPATHY FOR MR.* HILL. 

The following resolution was offered by 

Hon. Arthur Hood, of Cuthbert and adopted 
by a rising vote: ‘That the farmers of 
Georgia, in convention assembled, express 
their deep os thy for our beloved sena- 
tor, Benj. H. Hill, in his sad affliction. We 
yay that his end may be peaceful, com- 
orted by the sympathy of the whole people 
of the state, and, as we trust, with the 
comfort of his peace with God.”’ 

On motion of Hon. David E. Butler, of 
’ Madison, it was resolved: “That this con- 
vention recommend to all cultivators of the 
soil in Georgia, the keeping and observ- 
ance of the 3ist day of August as a day of 
thanksgiving, prayer, praise and worship of 
the Lord for His abundant mercies, s0 graci- 
ously given us this year.”’ 

GENERAL BROWNE'S REPORT. 

General William M. Browne, professor of 
agriculture in the university of Georgia, then 
made his reporton the experiments at the 
university farm. 

He congratulated the farmers of the state 

n havin: planted so largely in oats, wheat 
nd other small grain. The seasons had been 
ayorable, and the prospect was unusually 
bright. The people had learned the real im- 
portance of the planting of more small grain. 
As to the variety of seed oats to be used. and 
indeed all other seeds, different kinsls are 
adapted to different soils on which 2 are 
grown. He had experimented with red rust. 
vrroof oats, Henry’s winter vats, the Chinese 
aes and other kinds, and found that the 
red rust-proof was undoubtedly the best for 
use in Georgia. ' He had sown the above three 
varieties broadcastat the rate of one and three- 
fourths, bushels per acre on adjoining plats, 
on the bth of October, the ground being en- 
riched with two hundred pounds of fertilizers 
per acre. 

The rust-proof was cut on May 30th; the 
Henry and Chinese hullesson June 5th, the 
yield being as follows:

THE COTTON EXPOSITION, 

Hon. J. T. Henderson, being troubled with 
a severe cold, had his report on the *‘Inte:na- 
tional cotton exposition in its relation to 
southern industry,’”’ read by Colonel New; 
man, showing wonderful results on southern 
industry, through the influence of the ex posi 
tion. 

The term of Hon. W. H. Felton, of Mar- 
shallville, as a trustee of the university of 
Georgia, having expired, he was unanimously 
re-elected to the position. 

The society is allowed four representatives 
in the board of trustees of the university, one 
being elected annually. 

Resolutions of General Phillips which had 
been offered at the last convention and laid 
over foraction until this were then read. 
They called for the establishment of three 
experimental farms, one in north, one in 
middle, amd one in south Georgia, to be un- 
der the control of the Georgia state agricul- 
tural seciety and to be supported from a por- 
tion of the tax on fertilizers} Mr. Living- 
stone, of Newton, was opposed to touching 
the tax on fertilizers, as it was an educational! 
fund. He was in favor of memorializing the 
legislature for an appropriation for the pur- 
pose, but thought that the fertilizing fund 
should not be touched under any circum- 
star @e :. 

Judge Harrell, of Webster, was in favor of 
the resolutions. He argued that the farmers 
of the state were supporting the fund on fer- 
tisizers, and that they should derive the ben- 
efits from it. Hedid not think it right that 
this fund, taken wholly from the farmer, 
should be used forthe education of the chil- 
dren of persons of all other classes of business 
who were not taxed at all for educational 
purposes, 

Colonel Adams, of Forsyth, also favored 
the resolutions, while Colonel Vason, of Al- 
bany, Was Opposea to them, He wanted an 
experimental farm, but did not think that it 
stivuld be sustained to the detriment of our 
educational interests. 

Colonel Hardeman thought that when the 
fight narrowed downto experimental farms 
and the education of our poor boys, 
the former would be whipped to death. He 
thought the legislature should make an ap- 
2st apy 7 from the general fund. 

r. Livingstone moved a substitute that 
the legislature be memorialized to establish 
two or more experimental farmsin the state, 
under control of the department of agricul- 
ture, to be regulated as they deem proper— 
Adopted unan‘mously. Governor Volquitt 
having arrived in the hall, was invited to ad- 
dress the body, and did so, being frequently 
interrupted during his speech with applause 
from his hearers. 

An invitation from the directors of the 
North (:eorgia railroad for the delegates to 
the convention to ride over their road to 
Canton, leaving at9 a.m. and returning at 5 
p.m., Was unanimously accepted, and the 
body will make the trip on Thursday. 

General Browne offered an amendment to 
the constitution changing it so as to have only 
one instead of two meetingsof the society 
annually. Postponed indefinitely. 

The following committee was announced 
to memorialize the legislature for the establish 
ment of experimental farms, as_ pro- 
vided for as stated above: From the 
first district, Mr. Dell; second, Mr. Vason; 

Mr. Harrell; fourth, Mr. Guerry; 

Mr. Powell; sixth, Mr. Furman; 
seventh, Mr. Phillips; eighth, Mr. Evans; 
ninth, Mr. Simmons, of Pickens. 

Adjourned until to morrow morning. 

The election of officers will: occur to-mor- 
row. It is not known whether Colonel Har- 
deman will allow the use of his name again 
for president. In case he does not, the race 
will be between Colonels Fannin and Living- 
stone. Judge Harrold. of Webster, was urged 
for the place, but declines to antagonize 
either of the above gentlemen. The name of 
Professor White is prominently before the 
convention for the position, 

Colonel Grier will have no opposition for 
secretary.

The Cincinnati and Chariesion—The Georgia Eall- 
road and the Commission— Ete. 
From the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

There is talk in the south of the possibility 
of the Mobile and Ubivo road passing under 
the control of Jay Gould. and being woven 
into the Wabash, St. Louis ami Pacific sys- 
tem. Itmay seem strange to itiose who are 
not particulariy familiar with the geography 
of the southern raitiruad s\si@m that Mr. 
Gould should want another line to the south 
in connection orseeming!y in opposition to 
that portion of the Mi-souri Pacine system 
penetrating the south and terminating at New 
Orleans. Mr. Gould, as the world well knows, 
has ambition to add to his systems all the 
lines that would possibly be of benefit to the 
different lines he now controls. The southern 
terminus of the Wabash svs‘'em is now at 
Cairo, Ill, The St. Louis and Iron Mountain 
road, which isapcrt of the Missouri Pacific 
system, also has a branc.: terminating at tat 
point. Ifitbe true t!a: Ar. Gould bas de- 
signs on the Mobi’e ai.) Oulu (and there can 
be but little doubt to the truth of the re- 
port) itis quite apparent there is method in 
his design to extend the great Wabash system 
through the cotton fields of tue south and on 
to the gu f of Mexico. ° 

The count’y throu,l which the Mobile and 
Ohio road pass. s is, perhaps, the richest cotton 
growing territury in ali the southern states 
east of the Mississippi river. The road until 
within the past year. has always done a thriv- 
ing and prosperous business. The earnings of 
the road for the past year have by no means 
been adequate to pay interest on the bonded 
indebtedness and the operating expenses. In 
fact, the directors were put to the necessity not 
long since of borrowing money with which to 
pay the deficit. 

The stock, as will be seen by the daily stock 
report, has suffered almost an unparalleled de- 
cline within the past twelve months, although 
a small rise has been shown within the past 
sixty days. 

The rvoad, if purchased by Mr. Gould, will 
be one of the most valuable extensions that 
could possibly be added to the Wabash sys- 
tem. It is understood, and to all appearances 
well authenticated, that the road, after pass- 
ing into the control of the Wabash system, 
will be extended to New Orleans, thus leaving 
Mobile sisaply a little way station. With this 
purchase, and the completion of ,the Iron 
Mountain extension, from Forest @ity, Ar- 
kansas, to Alexandria, Louisiana, connecting 
at that point with the Texas and Pacific, it 
would give to Mr. Gould two lines to the 
Mecca of the south—one on the east, and the 
otber on the western side of the Mississippi 
river. Ifthe Mobile and Ohio has been able 
to eke out an existence by being an indepen- 
dent corporation, there can be no question 
but what it could be made more valuable by 
bein;z made a part of the Wabash, St. Louis 
and Pacific system. 

It would seem, from the advantage taken 
by competitive roads in the absorption of terri- 
tory, that the time had come for the Mobile 
and Ohio to do something in order to bold its 
own in the contest for self-preservation and 
struggle for supremacy. There is every indi- 
cation to warrant the belief that the transfer 
will soon be made, and at an early date thie 
Wabash system will be extended to the mag- 
nolia groves upon the gulf coast. 

CINCINNATI AND CHARLESTON, 

ASHEVILLE, August 2,.+A meeting of the 
Atlantic and French Broad railroad company 
of North Carolina was held here yesterday at 
the instance of Childs & Oliver, who con- 
tracted some time since to build the road, 
they haying agreed to begin the work on Sep- 
tember 1, 1882. There were present at the 
meeting Messrs. King, of Morristown, and 
Schofield, Campbell and others, of New York, 
representing the contractors, and after a long 
and somewhat exciting discussion of the situ- 
ation of affairs the directors signed the neces- 
sary papers looking toa consolidation of the 
Atiantic and French Broad route, the Cum- 
berland railway of Kentucky, the Morris- 
town, Cumberland Gap and Ohio of Tennes- 
see, and the Morristown and Carolina railway, 
These roads will form almost a continuous 
line from Cincinnati to Eastatoe Gap, where 
it connects with the _ projected § At- 
lantic and French Broad road of South 
Carolina. It is understood that the gentlemen 
above named refused to enter into a written 
agreement to build the road under the exist- 
ing contract, but pledged their word that the 
contract will be carried out under the consoli- 
dation. Dhissatisfaction is expressed here on 
account of the looseness with which the ar- 
rangements have been made, the capitalists 
who got the franchises and bonds not being 
bound in any way except by their word that 
the road or their pledges will be carried out. 
Messrs. Schofield, (‘ampbell & Co. left here to- 
dav by private conveyance for Brevard, and 
will visit the counties in Souch Carolina in- 
terested in the matter for the purpose, it is 
understood, of eftecting similar arrangements 
with the directors of the Atlantic and French 
Broai road of South Carolina. It is under- 
stood thatthe parties effecting the consolida- 
tion propose to issue upon the credit of the 
combination and with the bonds they receive 
from the several companies ten million dol- 
lars of bonds, from the proceeds of which they 
promise to complete the line from Cincinnati 
to connect with the South Carolina roads,

THE GEORGIA ROAD AND THE COMMISSION, 
From the Savannah News. 

The twenty days stay of execution in the 
case of the Georgia railroad against the rail- 
road commission, granted by Judge Simmons 
in dismissing the bill for injunction expired 
Thursday. The bill of exceptions for appeal 
to thesupreme court had been filed, and the 
case will now goup forreview. The excep- 
tions are as follows: 

First. In refusing to grant the injunction 
as prayed for on each and every of the 
grounds in complainaats’ said bill set forth. 

Second. In deciding that the complainants, 
the Georgia Railroad and Banking company 
and William M. Wadley, have not a sufticient 
interest, either present or in remainder, in the 
subject matter of the suit to maintain the 
bill.: 

Third. In deciding the act of the legislature 
creating the railroad commission was not un- 
constitutional, null and void, as being an at- 
tempt to delegate legislative powers to said 
railroad commission, and in conflict with par- 
agraph 9, article 1, of the constitution of the 
state of Georgia, which forbids the imposing 
of excessive fines, or the infliction of unusual 
punishments, 

Fourth, In the construction which the said 
judge placed upon the charter of the ¢om 
plainant, the Georgia Railroad and Banking 
company. 

Fifth. In deciding that the twelfth section 
of said charter did not create a contract be- 
tween the state and the said Georgia Railroad 
and Banking company by whica the said 
company has the right to charge any rate of 
freight and of passenger tariffs not exceeding 
those limited in the said twelfth section of 
said charter. 

Sixth. In deciding that said act of the leg- 
islature creating the railroad commission is 
not unconstitutional, null and void, by virtue 
of paragraph 1, section 10, of article 1, of the 
constitution of the United States, which pro- 
hibits the states from passing any law impair- 
ing the obligation of contracts. : 

BUSINESS OF GEORGIA RAILBOADS, 
Frem the Baltimore Sun. 

The business of the Georgia Pacific for the 
first year after reaching Birmingham, 138 
miles from Atlanta, is estimated at $3,500 per 
mile, or $588,000, which will pay fixed charges 
on the first mortgage of $20,000 per mile, 
operating expenses, and leave a surplus.

The clearings at Portland 
amounted to $917,774, against $900,628 last 
week, while Columbus footed up $1,246,068, 
against $985,289 last week. The exhibit this 
week in spite of the fact that business con- 
tinues falling off ata number of the leading 
cities, is on the whole a fairly favorable one. 
The aggregate clearings of the week just closed 
are $1,200,409,650, against $1,223,340,300 the 
previous veek last year; the clearings show a 
percentage of increase of 5.8 percent., against 
a percentage of increase of 25 per cent last 
week,and one of 4.5 per cent the previous week. 
In New York the clearings show the large 
gain of 9.3 per cent, against aa increase of 2.8 
last week, and one of 25 the previous week. 
Outside of New York, in the country at large, 
the clearings fall below the line, showing a 
decrease of 4.3 per cent, against an increase 
of 1.4 last week, and an increase of 11.5 the 
previous week. Cleveland shows a decrease 
of 15.7 per cent, against an increase of 1.1; 
Pittsburg an increase of 25.8 per cent, against 
an increase of 20.4. Louisville makes an in- 
crease of 97 per cent, against a decrease of 
23.1 last week. Memphis reports a loss of 
21.6 per cent, against a falling off of 23.8 last 
week, and one of 10 9 the previous week. 

Chscago makes the slight decrease of 1.2 per 
cent against an increase of 22.1 last week, and 
again of 188 the previous week. In St. 
Louis, the clearinzs made a gain of 6.8 against 
12.9 last week, and one of 17.5 the previous 
week. Cincinnati shows an increase of 2.1, 
ayainst an increase of 5.8 last week: Milwau- 
kee, a decrease of 12.7 against an increase of 
16.3; Peoria, an increase of 5.9, against an in- 
crease of 218, and Indianapolis, an increase 
of 12.4, against an increase of 7 last week. 


CROP PROSPECTS. 


Grain Indications in Dakota and Minnesota—Serlous 
Set-back to the Michigan Rarv est. 

St. Paut, August 8.—Wheat throughout 
Minnesota is nearly ready for harvest. Out- 
ting in southern Minnesota will generally be- 
gin this week, andin the northern counties 
and in Dakota next week. The weather for 
a week past has been favorable, cool and clear 
and dry, until within the last few days, when 
it has been extremely warm. Yesterday was 
the hottest of tue season so far. It is feared 
that the hot weather following the wet days 
of a week ago, what moisture still remains in 
the soil will cause 1ust and blight in some 
of the backward fields, where the grain is yet 
in the milky stage. Itis believed, however, 
most of the crops are beyond the reach of in- 
jury of this surt. Up to Saturday reports 
from all parts of the state were generally fa- 
voru’»« There are reports of local damage 
by rust, blight and cninch bugs in several 
large Wiieat growing counties of svouthern 
Minnesota, and in some low grounds of 
Red river valley, where there has’ been 
too much rain, but no general injury to 
‘rops over wide areas. The estimates of 
che yield per acre sown are from 10 to 18 
bushels in the southern counties and from 
12 to 15 in tbe northern counties, and in 
Dakota it is estimated the general average 
will be about fifteen: bushels, which with the 
2,400,000 acres reported by the commis- 
sioner of statistics will give an ayerage crop 
of about 35,000,000 bushels. The crop of 
northern Dakota is estimated at about 15,800,- 
OO bushels, or nearly double that of last year. 
This takes into account the large amount of 
new wheat land brought under the plow in 
the northern part of Red river vailey, and on 
James river and on the Missouri slope. 

The barley harvest is now in progress in 
southern Minnesota, and: will generally be- 
gin in the northern counties this week. The 
crop is turning out well, with a largely in- 
creased yield. Corn is gaining rapidly under 
the influence of the warm weather, and 
promises an average crop in spite of the early 
set-back. 

MICHIGAN. 

Detroit, August 8.—The hot, showerv 
weather of the past week has occasioned a 
decided set-back in harvest prospects. Prob- 
ably two-thirds of the wheat in the state is 
safely gathered, but it looks now as if the 
bulk of the remaining third was in danger. 

SUCH CROPS NEVER SEEN BEFORE, 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

St. Louis, August 8.—Hundreds of letters 
have been received by the business houses 
here from their correspondents throughout 
the south, southwest and west, saying that 
there never has been such crops of -corn 
and oats raised in Texas, Arkansas, Missis- 
sippi, Alabama, Tennessee, Indian territory, 
Kentucky, Missouri and Kansas, as those of 
present season.

SIXTY FEET PLUNGE. 


THAT IS WHAT A NORTHEASTERN 
PASSENGER TRAIN MADE. 


An Excursion’fretn Goes Down an Embankmsn’, but 
no One Gets Killed-Severe] Persens Injurec— 
A Miraculous Escape from Death— 
The Heroism of the Passeng>rts. 


Night before jast an accident occurred on 
the Northeastern railroad, two miles from 
Clarasville, which, for miraculous escape 
from instant and terrible death, lias noequal, 
The tnin’ was composed of ten passenger 
coache; and was drawn by a large engine. It 
was losded to its utmost capacity with ladies 
and elildren and gentlemen, who had been 
spendng the day at Tullulah, and who were 
en route home after a pleasant time at the 
falls 


_ Mr. John Dunlap, of Atlanta, was the en- 
ginee’, and when he left Rabun Gap junction 


nigh¥ had settled itself over the earth, and 
knoving the value of the load he was drawing 
he srained his, energies’ to carry it through 
safe, and had . 
SETTLED HIS ENGINE 

down to a safe speed when the accident hap- 
pered. Two miles from Clarkesville and 
abcut seven from Rabun Gap Junction there 
isa high trestle which is approached from 
either side by a high embankment. The 
eribankment or fill on the side from which 
the train was approaching the trestle is 
cirved considerably, and here it was that the 
accident occurred. The engineer had taken 
up his speed and was approaching the high 
wood-work at a slow pace, when the engine 
suddenly left the track and plunged down 
the embankment, about sixty feet high. In 
its descent the engine turned completely 
over, and when it settled upon the ground the 
tender rested upon it, On top of the tender 
was a passenger couch, and upon this coach 
another, and another, until five coaches 
rested their weight upon the tender, while 
the fifth coach of the train stood partly upon 
the track. 

Each of the passenger coaches was full of 
Jadies and small children, and as the coaches 
went down the noise of the heavy timbers as 
they snapped in two, were drowned by their 
cries and groans. To those who were in the 
ceuches which did not leave the track, it was 
evident that some 

GREAT ACCIDENT HAD HAPPENED 
and in an instant every car was cleared 
and there by the light of the burning timbers 
below the cause of the sudden halt was ascer- 
tained. Fortunately there were many strong 
arms and brave hearts aboard the train, and 
instantly quite a number had descended the 
embankment “to rescue their friends from 
their perilous position and probably death. 
It was soon found, however, that no one had 
been killed and that only a few persons had 
been injured. The car which was next 
to the tender had been driven half 
through as it fell upon it and was 
on fire, but only one of its occupants was 
hurt. The second car was also badly broken, 
and it was in this coach that the greatest 
number of persons were injured. The third 
and fourth cars were only slightly injured. 
WHO WAS HURT. 

When the casualties had been ascertained 
‘the passengers rejoiced at theirescape. Mr. 
John Dunlap, the engineer, was badly in- 
jured about the back and shoulders and is in 
a dangerous condition, but the physicians 
are sanguine of his recovery. 
Mr. Davis, the fireman, w hose 
home isin Central, 8. C., was hurt about jthe 
head and shoulders, but not seriously. Mr. 
Pelot, of Athens, who was familiar with the 
road, and who was riding on the engine for 
the purpese of acquainting the engineer with 
the curves and yrades, was slightly hurt 
ubout the legs. A brakeman was somewhat 
injured in the face, and a train hand had 
both legs broken—one-below, the other 
avove the knee. Of the passengers only four 
or five were hurt, and none of them seriously. 
Mrs. O’Ferrall and Mrs., Jones, of 
Athens, received the most severe 
injuries and they escaped with a few bruises 
and scratches about the head and face. In 
fact the injuries sustained were very slight 
except in those of the train hand and possi- 
bly the eugineer. 

THE CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT. 

These who were present and who are cog- 
nizant of all the details can assign no cause 
for the accident. The road is a new one, and 
atthe point where the engine left the track 
there is a six degree curve. It is thought that 
the outside track at thiscurve sank so much 
that the drive wheels possibly broke the rail 
and then jumped it, or that the track spread, 
causing the engine to leave the rails. After 
leaving the rails the engine passed over only 
a half dozen ties before it begun its descent. 
The track for quite a distance was terribly 
torn up, but a squad of hands cleared it 
within four hours and relaid about fifty feet 
of track. 

The train was an excursion by the Pioneer 
Hook and Ladder company of Athens, and 
left Tallalah at 7 o'clock in the evening, and 
had gone but sixteen miles when the accident 
happened. It required one hour and twenty 
ulinutes to make that distance. Until the 
passengers were taken away yesterday morn- 
ing they received every possible attention the 
ofticials of the road could give. 


Shot in the Hand.

The Insurance Companies. 

There are forty-five insurance companies 
authorized to carry on business in Georgia 
under the Jaws of the state. Each company 
has deposited in the state treasury vaults 
bonds to the value of twenty-five thousand 
dollars. The returns for the year ending in 
April made to the comptroller general show 
losses to the amount of $1,436,511.39, and pre- 
miums received to the amountof $1,107,363.54, 
a very small difference. Probab!y the 
heaviest losses’at any one time were occasion- 
ed by the Block fire in Atlanta last winter, 
, when the losses amounted to about three hun- 


+.dred and fifty thousand dollars. The Georgia 


Home shows a loss, the pregniums for the 
year being $55,385.38 against losses to the 
umount of $65,388.79. TheSouthern Mutual, 
another Georgia company, shows remarkably 
handsome profits, having taken in $228,975.60, 
against losses to the amount of $95,768.35.

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FAST TRAINS. 


The Georgia Road and the Ceutral Prepose to Put on 
Fast Traine. 

The Georgia railroad will soon put on a fast 
schedule that will astonish the natives. The 
road proposes to run a train from Atlanta to 
Augusta in five hours anda half, to connect 
with a fast train going to be run from Augusta 
to Charieston, which will make the tripin four 
hours and a half, or the entire trip from At- 
lanta to Charleston, a distance of 309 miles in 
ten hours. There will be a step of about half 
an hour at Auzusta, which, with the time 
that will be lost at the other stop- 
ping places, will make the speed of the trains 
about forty miles per hour. The road isin 
fine condition, and being one of the oldest 
roads in the state, is in a condition to render 
washouts rare. It is thought, therefore, that 
the Georgia road, with its connections, can 
get a § a very fine winter route for northern 
travel. The route will be from Atlanta to 
Augusta, and from there by Branchville. 
Kingsville, {Wilmington, Richmond and 
Washington. Passengers who desire can go 
by the Bay line and up to Baltimore. A fast 
schedule will also be run on _ the 
southward trip. The trains from the north 
will probably reach Atlanta at 12:30 p. m., 
while the outgoing trains will leave at 2:30 
p. m.,in time to make close connections 
with the trains reaching Atlanta about noon. 
The Georgia railroad company is now having 
engines ovebauled for these trains and cars 
are now being constructed. The fast schedule 
will go into effect about the first of October.

“THE FIRST DEAD REBEL.’’\ 


the Snake Biting. 

Major D. H. Ansley knew the ‘‘rebel’”” who 
is now figuring so prominently in the papers 
as the first to meet his death in the confeder- 
ate army. Inreply toa request for the par- 
ticulars of the man’s death, Major Ansley 
said to a CONSTITUTION reporter: 24 

‘Yes, i knew Perkins, the man to whom 
you refer. I went to the war asa first lieu- 
tenant in the Clinch rifles from Augusta. 
We were at Pensacola, Florida. 1 was going 
over to the navy yard gne day when 
I met Parkins, who had a little snake in his 
hands, He was holding the snake by the 
tail. It was reaching up its head and biting 
him on the back of the hand. It looked like 
agartersnake. I asked him if he was not 
afraid to let the snake bite him so. He said 
that he was not; that it was only a garter- 
snake. The snake was not morethan a foot 
andahalf in length. Parkins went on to 
camp. He went into his tent, and was not 
found until the poison had taken hold of his 
system. The snake proved to bea species 
of cobra, and that evening the man died. 
The snake wes sent to Augusta and preserved 
in alchohol. In explanation of the man’s 
conduct I can say that the man had boarded 
in Augusta with Dr. Dearing who was asnake 
} fancier, and his familiarity with the snakes 
there had made him boider than he other- 
wise would have been. He was mistaken in 
the species of the snake.”’
